Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  AM  GLAD  TO  PRESENT  THE  REPORT  FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING 

December  31st.  1955. 

STATISTICS. 

It  WILL  BE  noted  that  there  is  a  small  increase  in  the 

ESTIMATED  RESIDENT  POPULATION  AND  A  SIMILAR  SMALL  RISE  IN  THE 
RATEABLE  VALUE.  THE  RATE  OF  INCREASE  IN  THE  POPULATION 
CORRESPONDS  TO  THE  GENERAL  TREND. 

I  AM  PLEASED  TO  NOTE  A  SLIGHT,  BUT  DEFINITE,  INCREASE 
IN  THE  BIRTH  RATE,  WHICH  IS  NOW  THE  SAME  AS  THE  AVERAGE  FIGURE 

for  England  and  Wales.  The  death  rate,  on  the  other  hand  has 

DECREASED  SLIGHTLY  AND  IS  CONSIDERABLY  BELOW  THE  NATIONAL  AVERAGE. 
In  accordance  with  expectations,  and  the  INCREASING  average  age  of 
THE  POPULATION,  THE  GREATER  NUMBER  OF  DEATHS  WERE  FROM  DISEASES 
ASSOCIATED  WITH  ELDERLY  FOLK. 

SOUTHERN  AREA  WATER  SCHEME. 


I  REPORTED  LAST  YEAR  THAT  THE  SOUTHERN  AREA  WATER  SCHEME 
HAD  STARTED  AND  I  AM  NOW  ABLE  TO  REPORT  THAT  PART  OF  THE  SCHEME  IS 
IN  OPERATION  AND  MANY  FARMSTEADS  AND  VILLAGES  ARE  BENEFITTING  BY  IT. 

The  dry  Summer  caused  serious  water  shortages  -  particularly  to 

DAIRY  FARMS  AND  ARRANGEMENTS  HAD  TO  BE  MADE  IN  SEVERAL  CASES  FOR 
WATER  TO  BE  CARTED  FOR  FARM  USES. 

SEWERAGE  SCHEMES. 

New  sewerage  schemes  completed  during  the  year  included 

THE  BAGWORTH,  BaTTRAM  AND  THORNTON  SCHEME,  AND  ALSO  Na I LSTONE 

Scheme.  Five  other  Schemes  are  in  various  stages  and  extensions 

TO  FOUR  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  WORKS  HAVE  COMMENCED  OR  ARE  ABOUT  TO  COMMENCE. 

MILK. 

The  INCIDENCE  OF  BRUCELLA  ABORTUS  WAS  NOT  SO  PREVALENT 
AS  IN  THE  PREVIOUS  YEAR,  AND  THE  DAIRY  FARMERS  CO-OPERATED 
WILLINGLY  TO  PREVENT  THE  SPREAD  OF  THE  DISEASE.  UNFORTUNATELY 
THERE  IS  NO  WAY  OF  PREVENTING  A  MILK  PRODUCER  FROM  SELLING  A 
SUSPECTED  ANIMAL  IN  THE  OPEN  MARKET,  AND  THE  POSSIBILITY  ARISES 
OF  ANOTHER  HERD  BECOMING  AFFECTED.

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Infectious  Disease  notifications  were  almost  identical  in 
NUMBER  WITH  1954.  SCARLET  FEVER  AND  WHOOPING  COUGH  SHOW  CONSIDERABLE 
DECREASE  IN  NUMBER  BUT  THE  D I STR I CT  S H ARED  IN  THE  GENERAL  OUTBREAK  OF 
MEASLES  WHICH  RESULTED  IN  A  LARGE  INCREASE  IN  NOTIFICATIONS.  ONLY  ONE 
DEATH  OCCURRED  FROM  TUBERCULOSIS. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

For  the  eighth  consecutive  year,  no  case  of  Diphtheria  was 

NOTIFIED,  BUT  IT  IS  WITH  MUCEH  REGRET  THAT  I  HAVE  TO  REPORT  THAT  THE 
NUMBER  OF  CHILDREN  RECEIVING  PRIMARY  IMMUNISATION  HAS  AGAIN  DROPPED. 

I  URGE  ALL  PARENTS  TO  HAVE  THEIR  CHILDREN  PROTECTED  BEFORE  THE  CHILD 
ATTAINS  ITS  FIRST  BIRTHDAY.  IT  IS  FREE,  IT  IS  PAINLESS,  IT  LEAVES 
NO  MARK  AND  HAS  NO  AFTER  EFFECTS/  IT  IS  DONE  BY  THE  FAMILY  DOCTOR 
TO  WHOM  APPLICATION  SHOULD  BE  MADE.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA . 

All  hospitals  except  some  private  Maternity  and  Nursing 
Homes  are  under  the  Sheffield  Regional  Hospital  Board. 

The  County  Homes  for  the  aged  and  destitute  are  under  the 
County  Council. 

Ambulance  facilities  for  infectious  and  non- i nfect i ous 
cases  and  accidents  are  provided  by  the  County  Council  Ambulance 
Service.  A  National  Coal  Board  Area  Ambulance  Station  for  Colliery 
accidents  is  situated  at  Nailstone  Colliery. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres  are  all  under  the  County  Council 
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Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  a  part  t i me  official. 

The  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  who  is  also  Sanitary 
Surveyor,  devotes  part  of  his  time  to  health d ut i es.  Two 
additional  Sanitary  Inspectors  devote  the  whole  of  their  time 
to  their  official  duties. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

The  County  Council's  Health  Visitors  visit  cases  in  this 
District.  There  are  District  Nurses  in  all  the  larger  Parishes. 

Midwives. 


The  supervision  of  Midwives  is  vested  in  the  County  Council. 
Food  &  Drugs  Sampling. 


Analyses  of  foods  a nd  drugs  are  conducted  by  the  County 
Analyst  a nd  sampling  is  carried  out  by  the  Weights  &  Measures 
Department  of  the  County  Council.
